That  the  Trustees  of  the  Manchester  Boyal  Lunatic  Hospital  desire  to 
express  the  concern  they  feel  that  this  Institution  has  been  deprived  of  the 
valuable  services  of  their  late  Treasurer,  the  Bev.  Canon  Clifton,  M.A. 

From  the  opening  of  the  present  building,  in  the  year  1849,  he  took  a  lively 
interest  in  its  affairs ;  and  on  the  decease  of  the  late  Salis  Schwabe,  Esq.,  in 
the  year  1853,  he  was  unanimously  chosen  to  succeed  him  as  Treasurer.  At 
that  time  the  Institution  was  in  difficulties,  but  during  his  Treasurership,  and 
under  his  care,  it  emerged  from  its  difficulties,  and  at  the  time  of  his  lamented 
decease,  it  had  arrived  at  a  degree  of  efficiency  and  prosperity  that  it  had  never 
before  attained.

are  occasionally  sent  to  the  Hospital  and  which  serve  only  to 
increase  the  mortality  — -  those  in  which  delirium  supervenes  in 
the  advanced  stage  of  some  acute  disease.  Patients  in  this  state 
are  sometimes  uselessly  sent  miles  from  home ;  and  it  has 
happened  to  us  to  be  compelled  to  admit  those  who,  at  the 
time  of  admission,  were  actually  dying  from  some  acute 
disease,  of  which  the  delirium  was  the  result.  In  one  instance 
of  this  kind,  acute  pericarditis  produced  a  fatal  termination 
within  four  days  after  admission ;  and  in  another  case  tuber¬ 
cular  pneumonia,  with  diarrhoea,  proved  fatal  within  a  week 
after  the  patient’s  admission. 

Much  has  been  done  during  the  year,  in  the  way  of  altera¬ 
tions  and  repairs,  to  improve  the  building  and  to  add  to  its 
conveniences ;  but  it  is  gratifying  to  observe  that,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  heavy  expense  thereby  incurred,  the  balance 
sheet  exhibits  a  very  favourable  result.  It  may,  therefore,  be 
hoped  that  when  all  extraordinary  expenditure  ceases,  the 
yearly  report  will  be  still  more  satisfactory. 

The  draining  of  the  Farm  has  been  continued  during  the 
year,  and  another  field  has  in  consequence  been  brought 
under  cultivation.  Considerable  expense  has  also  been 
incurred  by  the  purchase  of  bone-dust  and  other  manure  for 
the  improvement  of  the  land.  As  the  cost  both  of  draining 
and  manure  is  included  in  the  current  expenses  of  the  year, 
it  is  not  so  surprising  that  the  Farm  expenditure  exceeds  by 
a  few  pounds  the  income ;  but  inasmuch  as  the  draining  is 
now  completed  the  expectation  is  certainly  justified  that, 
besides  its  great  advantage  in  affording  occupation  and 
interest  to  the  patients,  the  Farm  will  itself  prove  a  source 
of  profit  to  the  Institution. 

At  the  close  of  another  year,  I  have  the  greatest  satisfaction 
in  expressing  my  grateful  acknowledgments  for  the  support 
which  has  so  uniformly  been  afforded  me,  in  the  responsible 
duties  of  my  office  as  Superintendent,  by  every  member  of 
the  Committee.

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extreme  inadvisability  of  employing  stratagem.  Truth  has 
as  much  force  with  the  insane  as  with  the  sane ;  and  it 
would  seem  to  be  the  simple  right  of  those  who  are  afflicted 
and  need  control,  that  they  should  have  the  truth  spoken  to 
them.  For  the  most  part  when  patients  are  told  that  they 
must  come  to  the  Hospital  and  the  reasons  of  such  necessity 
are  explained  to  them,  they  will  come  quietly ;  and  such  an 
act  of  necessary  submission,  with  the  reflections  that  follow 
thereupon,  have  a  beneficial  influence  in  promoting  recovery. 
A  straightforward  course  has  the  further  advantage  of 
ignoring  the  extraordinary  and  unjust  prejudice  which  exists 
in  the  public  mind  with  regard  to  insanity ;  so  that,  in  place 
of  the  sufferer  being  sent  to  the  Hospital  with  the  utmost 
secrecy  as  if  some  great  disgrace  were  to  be  concealed,  he 
is  sent  distinctly  for  the  medical  treatment  of  a  disease,  just 
as  he  would  be  placed  under  medical  care  for  any  other 
bodily  disease.  Should  it,  however,  be  impossible,  by  reason 
of  his  mental  condition,  to  prevail  upon  the  patient  to  come 
willingly,  honest  compulsion  will  have  all  the  advantage  over 
ingenious  stratagem  that  truth  has  over  deceit.  Accordingly, 
when  an  application  is  made  for  an  attendant  to  accompany 
some  one  to  the  Hospital,  it  is  the  custom  now  to  desire  that 
the  latter  may  be  told,  wdiere  he  is  coming,  and  to  discourage 
altogether  those  efforts  of  perverted  ingenuity  which  are 
frequently  so  injurious  in  their  results. 

There  have  been  six  deaths  during  the  year.  As  usually 
happens,  two  or  three  of  the  old  residents  have  died  from  the 
effects  of  chronic  disease,  while  the  others  have  succumbed  to 
serious  disease  soon  after  admission.  One  died  at  a  great 
age  from  ovarian  dropsy  of  many  years’  standing;  another 
old  resident  from  chronic  softening  of  the  brain ;  and  a  third, 
who  had  lived  here  six  years,  was  the  victim  of  general 
paralysis.  Of  the  recent  admissions,  one  died  from  cerebral 
softening  a  month  after  admission ;  another  from  the  same 
disease  in  its  acute  form  after  a  fortnight’s  residence ;  and  the 
third  died  ten  days  after  admission  from  acute  inflammation 
of  the  membranes  of  the  brain,  with  pericarditis  and  peritonitis. 
The  last  case  resembled  in  some  measure  certain  cases  which 


MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


The  Report  which  I  have  to  present  to  you  of  the  state  of 
the  Lunatic  Hospital  for  the  past  year,  may  be  regarded  as 
in  every  respect  satisfactory.  No  accident  of  any  moment 
has  occurred ;  the  health  of  the  patients  has  been  generally 
good,  and  their  comfort  as  great  as  the  circumstances  of  their 
mental  maladies  could  admit  of.  The  various  tables, 
detailing  the  particulars  with  regard  to  those  who  have  been 
admitted  and  discharged  during  the  year,  are  appended  to 
this  Report. 

Notwithstanding  the  increase  of  accommodation  which 
was  made  for  male  patients,  the  vacancies  were  very  soon 
filled  up ;  and  though  it  is  undoubtedly  a  matter  of  regret 
that  we  have  been  compelled  to  refuse  admission  in  so  many 
cases,  it  is  very  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  advantages 
which  the  Hospital  affords  are  so  well  appreciated. 

With  regard  to  those  who  have  been  discharged  as 
recovered,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  say,  that  they  have 
none  of  them  relapsed,  and  that  there  is  no  likelihood,  as 
far  as  an  opinion  can  be  formed  upon  the  subject,  of  their 
relapsing.  Some  of  those  who  left  the  Hospital  as  t(  relieved,” 
were  to  all  intents  and  purposes  “recovered;55  but  as  they 
had  been  removed  by  their  friends  before  convalescence  was 
deemed  to  be  thoroughly  established,  they  were  discharged 
only  as  relieved.  By  adopting  such  a  course  with  regard  to 
those  who  are  removed  from  the  Hospital  on  the  responsibility 
only  of  their  friends,  we  obviate  the  necessity  of  having  to 
admit,  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks  or  months,  as  relapses, 
any  so  called  recoveries. 

It  is  almost  needless  to  say  that  patients  are  brought  to 
the  Hospital  under  all  kinds  of  pretexts  except  the  true  one ; 
but  it  may  be  well  to  record  here  a  strong  opinion  on  the 
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rence  with,  the  Resident  Medical  Superintendent.  In  the 
public  rooms  accommodation  and  provision  are  made  for 
reading  and  other  amusements,  to  which  the  patients  are 
encouraged  to  resort.

consent  of  the  Medical  Superintendent,  shall  be  allowed  to 


visit  the  patient  on  the  days  and  during  the  hours  fixed  for 


that  purpose,  viz.,  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday,  from  Ten 
to  Three ;  but  all  such  visits  shall  be  under  the  direction  and 


control  of  the  Resident  Medical  Superintendent ;  and  when 


a  personal  interview  with  the  Resident  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent  is  required  by  any  friend  or  guardian  of  a  patient, 
an  appointment  should  be  previously  made  for  that  purpose. 

The  utmost  attention  and  care  are  exercised  in  the  classic 
fication  of  patients,  according  to  their  habits  and  different 
degrees  of  mental  aberration,  and  to  promote  cheerfulness 
and  recovery,  by  suitable  occupation  and  exercise  in  the 
open  air  whenever  practicable. 

Bibles  and  prayer  books  are  provided  for  the  various 
rooms  of  the  Hospital.  Divine  service  is  performed  every 
Sunday  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Hospital,  and  prayers  are  read 
during  the  week  by  the  Chaplain. 

A  Library  is  provided  for  the  use  of  the  patients,  contain¬ 
ing  such  publications  of  a  cheerful  and  instructive  character 
as  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  Committee,  in  concur 
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These  papers  being  duly  filled  up,  the  patient  will  then  be 
received  into  the  Hospital. 

In  cases  of  emergency  where  inconvenience  or  danger  might 
result  from  delay,  the  Resident  Medical  Superintendent  has 
discretionary  authority  to  admit  the  patient  immediately  (but 
not  without  the  medical  certificates  being  properly  filled  up), 
on  receiving  satisfactory  assurance  that  the  other  paper  above 
referred  to  will  be  completed  and  lodged  with  him  within  the 
space  of  twenty-four  hours  thereafter. 

Patients  will  be  received  at  various  rates  of  payment  for 
board,  according  to  the  accommodation  supplied,  particulars 
of  which,  together  with  the  concomitant  scale  of  Physicians’ 
fees,  may  be  had  on  application  at  the  Hospital,  or  at  the 
Manchester  Royal  Infirmary. 

Payment  of  the  patients’  board,  at  the  rate  agreed  upon 
by  the  Committee,  must  be  made  to  the  Treasurer  quarterly, 
in  advance ;  and  on  admission,  the  whole  amount  chargeable 
up  to  next  quarter-day,  together  with  the  Physician’s  fee, 
must  be  advanced ;  but  if  a  patient  be  removed  during  the 
currency  of  any  quarter,  a  proportion  corresponding  to  the 
entire  months  which  may  not  then  have  elapsed,  will  be 
returned,  if  applied  for. 

If  the  friends,  or  those  who  are  security  for  the  payment 
of  the  board,  wish  to  remove  a  patient,  they  shall  give  five 
days’  notice  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  give  the 
necessary  instructions  to  the  Resident  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent,  provided  all  sums  due  on  account  of  the  patient’s 
board,  fees,  &c.,  have  been  paid  up. 

The  Hospital  will  be  open  for  the  reception  of  patients  at 
all  hours ;  but  when  practicable,  one  day’s  notice  should 
always  be  given  of  the  hours  at  which  patients  may  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  arrive,  that  the  Resident  Medical  Superintendent 
may  be  better  prepared  for  their  reception. 

With  every  patient  a  sufficient,  supply  of  suitable  clothing 
must  be  brought  to  the  Hospital,  together  with  an  inventory

THE  ADMISSION,  VISITING,  AND  DISCHARGE 

OF  PATIENTS. 


Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  or  for  informa¬ 
tion  regarding  the  various  rates  of  payment  at  which  patients 
are  received,  &c.,  must  be  addressed  to  the  Resident  Medical 
Superintendent,  from  whom  may  he  obtained  printed  forms 
of  the  papers  necessary  to  be  completed  and  signed,  before 
the  patient  can  he  admitted  into  the  Hospital,  and  all  other 
information  required  as  to  the  means  of  conveying  the 
patients,  &c. 

The  papers  above  mentioned  are  as  follows  : — 

1st.  An  order  for  the  admission  of  the  patient  to  the 
Hospital,  signed  by  one  of  the  patient’s  relatives  or 
friends. 

2nd.  Certificates  to  the  effect  that  the  patient  is  of 
unsound  mind,  but  free  from  contagious  disease, 
signed  by  two  qualified  medical  practitioners,  and  who 
shall  have  separately  visited  and  personally  examined 
the  patient. 

3rd.  An  obligation  for  the  regular  payment  of  the 
patient’s  board  and  expenses,  signed  (unless  other¬ 
wise  specially  agreed)  by  a  responsible  person,  who 
shall  also  bind  himself,  in  case  any  cause  arise  to 
render  residence  in  the  Hospital  objectionable,  to 
remove  the  patient  within  one  calendar  month  after 
notice  to  that  effect  shall  have  been  given  by  the 
Committee,  and  in  case  of  death,  to  Remove  the  body, 
or  defray  the  expenses  of  the  funeral.
